THERE i.s much to be grateful for 
in many a-spects of our Chil- 
dren's, or, as we call it, our Junior 
Work. We do well to be glad. The 
old notion that religion does not touch 
children, except with a lung pole of 
propriety and .-licnce ar.d so forth, has 
gone — .=hatterLd, I hopa, for ever! The 
still more disquioting opinion that all 
the Church of Cod is called upon to 
do for little chikirtn is to teach them 
the theory of Christianity, and impart 
correct ideas about Joseph, the pas- 
sage of the- Dead Sea, and the Ten 
Commandi'^er.t.-. i^ al:^o passing. 
Thank God, a nope— a real hope— for 
the children's .Salvat'o:i, while yet 
they are ehihlren, is breaking in upon 
muitituics, and especially upon multi- 
tudes 01 our own people. 

Have led the way 

The Salvation Army has had some- 
thing to do with bringing in the new 
idfa>. V.'e have led the v.-ay in associ- 
ating :n the children's mind the ser- 
vice of God v.-ith a life of happiness. 
V,e have sho'.vn how it was possibit, 
evc-u aiiiuiifi Ihi puorest and roughest 
of the p-jpulations, to join together 
::-ue wor.'ihip and true obedience and 
tru'.- serviL-e with the jolliest music 
and .-ingJng and the brightest meet- 
ings and the gladsoniest outings. 

And we have done more than this. 
V.'e can lay claim to having made, in 
tv;<i or three directions, a distinct 
mark in this matter upon the age in 
which we live. Thus: 

We have established a great mov-2- 
ment in the world for bringing chil- 
dren into recognized fellowship with 
the Church of Christ, and have, in 
some measure, at any rate, . '-'ivca 
the idea of child Salvation. 

We have .shown that it is possible to 
inspire the young peopls with ideas 
of sacrifi.e for Christ's sake to a de 
grec v.'hiih has been unhe:i:d of since 
the early days of Christianity, when 
the thild-mai-tyi-s were aiiiongst the 
mo.^t g:orious wonders of the saving 
and supporting grace of God. 
Can r:ach the parents 

We have shown also that the chil- 
dren of the vilest and lowest classe."?, 
as well as of others, can be used as 
channels of communication and Sal- 
vation by which to reach their parents 
and lelativcs. Wc have done this in a 
measure which has never been heard 
of before, and v.'e are convinced that 
by God's blessing it can be done on a 
much larger scale than anything wc 
have yet attempted. 

I think I may say, then, that we 
have a right to rejoice. 1 think our 
Officers and workers have grounds be- 
yond the common for glorifying God 
that we have bee.T able to accomplish 
this work, and to establish an organi- 
zation which bids fair to carry it on 
and to spread it.<i influences through- 
out the world. 

Perhaps this is not the place to do 
so, and yet I cannot refrain from ex- 
pressing my admiration for our Local 
Officers, especially in their self-denial 
and often unnoticed toil in this depart- 
ment of Salvation activity. My com- 
rades, your reward is sure! 

But oh, what might be done! Oh, 
that I could leach and influence the 
minds and hearts of thousands who 
could, I am sure, if they would, be 
valuable helpers in this mighty cam- 
paign! If I could, I would entreat 
them to come fonvard and make some 
effort instantly for the children's well- 
being. . , 

Do not suppose that all iu well with 



then; because they are being better 
educated than in days gone by. Do 
not be content with rejoicing that the 
horrors of old-fashioned schools, and 
the ignominies of shame and cruelty 
which often marked them, have dis- 
appeared. Do not be deceived because 
?Q many of the children seem happier 
in their play, or are better dressed, or 
are better fed than they were fifty or 
si.\ty years ago. Do not suppose that 
because our advancing civilization has 
corrected some of the horrors of the 
old cruel trades in which children 
toiled and moiled their way down to 
the grave that a!! is well. Remem- 
ber that there is something more than 
this worl<J even for the children. 

Come and help os to win them for 
Christ! Come a.id hclji us, I say, to 
save the children! Do not let them 
die without God while you are waiting 
for them to grow up. Begin with 
them where Cod begins, at the very 
earliest diwn , of intelligence, and 
point theri not merely to an histori- 
cal ChrL-it, but to a living, present 
.'esu.= v,ho can i^ave them from their 
.-ins. 

Cultivate what is noble 

Do not let theni learn to lie and 
cheat and quarrel and hate one an- 
other, and hate God and His laws, be- 
fore they have grown to man's estate. 
Let us take ho'.J of them when their 
hearts are tender and their minds are 
open to the impressions of truth, and 
cultivate what is noble and unselfish 
in them, and shov.- them how their 
young live.s may, even now, be laid as 
an acceptable offering at the feet of 
Him who gave His life for them. 

Do not let them learn to live by 
trampling others down, and imbibe 
the notions, s.o common and so wide- 
spread in these days of competition, 
that it does not i^atter who goes un- 
iier if only they can float and rise. 

Do not let them learn to depend 
upon the labor of others, or to cover 
the fruits of other men's toil, or to 
:-;ponge on tho.ie who happen to be bet- 
ter off than they are. Teach them the 
nobility of v.'o:k, anJ the glory of 
honest labor, and the true beauty and 
hajjpincss of self-reliance and good- 
ness. Teach tliem the contempt J'-.ius 
Chri.st had for merely "getting on" 
and being better off than their parents 
or those around them. Show them the 
old and forgotten lesson that "a man's 
life fonsisteth not in the things that 
he possesscth." 

Above all, do not let them forget 
God. It is very easy, alas, alas! for 
them to do so nowadays. He is left 
out of the homes of so many and left 
out of the .'schools, and left out of ths 
books tlicy read. Let us teach thersi 
about God, the great God, the only 
God. If only we begin soon enough, 
they will want to know Him, and if 
they know Him, they will want to love 
Him. Let us bring them to Him, 
Bring them to God 

Yes, that is it! We must bring 
them to God. We must gather them 
into His Kingdom. W'e must restore 
them to His family — broken up now 
by the devastating hatreds of evil and 
the ghastly plots of Hell. We must 
gather thein to God. 

If you can 
come and give us your own service, oh, 
do! If you can give us a little money 
to put up tha buildings for Ihem, 
where they may meet and feel at 
borne and be blessed, please do, and 
God will crown your act with His

"Many years ago I wa.s living in 
Montana. A .<;nu'ltcr had been built 
and it created a demand for silver 
rock. I owned an inieresi in a lead 
mine that had been sunk over thirty 
feet. Thinking tlic time had come to 
make it available, 1 decided to go 
there and get some urs and have it 
tested. I did so, and leached liic 
place just in time to lake shelter in 
thu mine from a terribJc hail storm. 
I lighted my candle, went to the biil- 
tom, and gel to work. 1 iiail not been 
there more than tiv^' ;i;iii;;ti..'i wiieii I 
heard a nnii-e that .-.;ii::(i,-u like a. 
eannon. The louk ov^r isiy li.'ad shook, 
and in a mtiDc.-v. Liiv A;uiX enved in. 
You Clii iiiiaghK' my fi-i-li;:j;-.s l)ellcr 
than I can desi-i-ii)v tlr.'ni when 1 found 
myself buried alive. 

"1 tremble even at !hi.- di>l.:i;u day. 
when I think of that nioinent. The 
roof of the shaft was inaiie of rocks, 
and wlicn they came down they did 
not pack so tightiv but that the air 
came through. Thcr<' was noiliing 1 
could do to releaiJe iiiy>elf. I knew thai 
if relief did not conic fj-oin the ouLsiiio 
I must perish. Ni) one knew that I 
had gone thoiT. A road ran pasi che 
mouth of the shaft, but it was not 
travelled much, and I wa^ not likely 
io alLi-acL utlention by calling. Never- 
Ibcless, I shoute:! at intervals all day. 

"The following morning 1 com- 
nu'iiced calling again, and all day, 
whenever I thought I heard a .sound, I 
.shouted. When night came again, all 
hopes of being released were aban- 
doned. I will not dwell on tlie agonies 
1 endured. The morning of the fourlli 
day of my imprisonment I heard sonic- 
IhingcravvJ into my grave. 

"1 lighted my cniidle and saw a rab- 
bit. There was only one aperture 
large enough lo admit him; I closed 



it lo prevent his escapis. I saw in him 
food lo appease my hunger, and my 
hand was raised to kill him, when a 
thought occurred lo me tliat prevented 
the blow from dcscciKling. 

"1 had two fishing lines. Their 
united length would reach to the road. 
I look off my shirt, lure it into .'^tiips, 
lied them logether, and then lo the 
fish-linc. I then tied the end made 
out of my shirt around the rabbil'.s- 
neck and ii-t him out. lie .-ioon reached 
the end of the line, and I knew by the 
way lie was pulling tliat he was mak- 
ing a des])eralc elTort lo efecapc. Soon 
the lugging ceased, and as I knew 
(hat ^■lunving was one of a rabbit's 
aecomplishments, I thought he had 
gnawed hini.-:elf loose. About three 
hours afterward I fell the line pull, 
and some one called. 1 tried lo an- 
swei'. but the feeble noise I made died 
away in the cavei'ii. I then pulled the 
line a lillle lo show thai I was still 
alive. All grew still again, and I knew 
tilt person had gone for assistance. 
Then came the sound of voices. I 
pulled in the line and it brought nie 
food. It took all the men wIio worked 
in the shaft nine hour.s to reach nie. 

"A very iaigc pine true that sloud 
ncaj- had been the cause ot my iiiis- 
foitune. It had been dead a number 
of years, and the storm had blown it 
..vei-. The terrible blow it struck the 
ground liad caused the caving in of 
the shaft. The I'abbil bad wound the 
Ihie around a bush and lied himself 
so short that be was inipri.soiied out- 
side as securely as I had been in.=;idc. 
He was taken to town, put in a large 
cage, and .supplied with all rabbit deli- 
cacies the marlict afforded. He, how- 
evei-, did not thrive, ami the bo.vs, be- 
lieving he "pined in thought," voted lo 
set him free. He was taken back to 
!iis old neighborhood, ■md lihoraled. 
He not only saved my life, but became 
the benefactor of all the rabbits ntai-. 
the miner!; refraining fjom shooting 
an,v, for fear it miirhl he my rabbit.

The practice, how- 
ever, of throwing a certain amount 
of wheat lo (lie hens and expecting 
Ihcni to tuin this into a perfectly bal- 
anced ration is not conducive to cither 
high egg yield or profit. Eggs con- 
tain definite amounts of such elements 
as proti'in and fat. and these must be 
supjjlied lo the hen in her feed. Very 
often the protein supply is the limit- 
ing faetoi', due sometimes lo the fact 
tliat many iioullry producers have the 
mistalven ide;i iliat meat .scraps or 
lankanc is too e:{])ensivc for poultry 
feeding, ll may be possible to buy 
jirotein feeds al a smaller cost, but 
the sooner it is uiidei'slood that pro- 
lein is necessary, and that milk or 
meal strap, or some other feed pro- 
viding p]-olein in required amounts 
must be uiven, the sootier will the 
average egg yield on our farms be 
iiitrea.'^ed. Clommon grains, such as 
corn, wheat, oats and barley, do not 
provide a balanced ration, and must 
be .sujiiilemented by other feeds richci* 
in prott-in.

It is obvious, therefore, that if a man 
does not pay his Cartridge-money, he 
is not fulfilling the conditions which 
he agreed to when he was appointed 
to his position. 

What excuse can a Bandsnian have 
for refusing to carry out this obliga- 
tion? The Cartridge-money is for 
the upkeep of the Corps. lie can know 
how it is s|>e;it by means of the Corjis 
baiance-sheel. then, iigain, for him 
lo pay hi.s Cartridge regularly is an 
evidence of his interest in his own 
ooiicern. 

It is very much better for the Of- 
ficer of a Corps to be able to say to 
a critic who charges hiui with get- 
ting a living out of what he begs 
from the public, that bis salary is 
paid by the offerings of his own peo- 
ple : and be can only prove this by his 
Cartridge Record; because whatever 
amount a Soldier or Bandsman puts 
into the ordinary collection, be it 
great or small, 'it is included in the 
gifts of the outsider. 



pcrnjit him,. but he should make it a 
practice, in fact a part of his religion, 
to fire his Cartridge regularly. 

Neglecting to bring a Cartridge to 
the Meeting is, I know, often a reason 
Tfor not "firing," but I-will once more 
refer to my own Baud to illustrate 
how this difficulty may be surmount- 
ed, A distinctive colored Cartridge 
is used for Bandsmen, Four Bands- 
men are resjwnsible, each for a sec- 
tion representing a fourth of the 
Band, to pass the Cartridges, on 
which the names are written, to the 
men as they take their seats on Sun- 
day morning. The Cartridges are 
then placed in the plate when the usual 
offering is taken up. Should a Baiids- 
man not be in attendance on Sunday 
morning, his collector, having made 
his Cartridge otit beforehand, has it 
ready for him in the afternoon. The 
result of this system is, the Cartridges 
fired by the Band are seldom below 
the J 00 per cent. mark. 

There is nothing elaborate in the 
system. Yet it is most effective. In 
case It should be thoiigbl thai a 
Hands)iian's financial obligations cease 
when he has fired his Cartridge, I 
again emphasize that they do not by 
any means. The question of the 
amount a man gives from his earn- 
ings to the cause of God is for him 
to decide, being governed in the mat- 
ter by bis conscience, but he should 
settle what that amount is to be, and 
religiously and regularly set it aside.

Many of 
tbc selections especially written for 
Sidvatioii Meetings, have in them 
sirjtiiis that ctm be sung with very 
helpful effect. Try it, putting the
